We have found 
this beautiful shrub in thickets, some of 
them being twelve feet in height. 
Occas­ 
ionally three or four plants were clustered 
together, forming a grand bouquet, about 
ninety feet in circumference and ten feet 
h igh; the whole summit covered with 
spikes of flowers, the perfume of whicli is 
very sweet and grateful. A lover of natural 
beauty can imagine with what pleasure we 
rode among these- flowering groves, which 
lille-d the air with a light and delicate 
fragrance. 
“ We continued on our road, interspersed 
through an o|«n grove of live oaks, which, 
in form, were tlu- most symmetrical and 
beautiful we had yet seen in the country. 
The ends of their branches rested on the 
ground, forming somewhat more than a half 
sphere of very full and regular figures, 
with leaves ap|«rently smaller than usnal. 
The California poppy, of a rich orange 
color, was numerous. To-day elk and ante­ 
lope made their appearance. Our road 
was now one continued enjoyment, and it 
was pleasant, riding among the assemblage 
of green pastures with varied flowers and 
scattered grdves, and out of the warm green 
spring to look at the grand rocky and snowy

ings from all that vast country to the 
north.

of well water is found. 
At a depth of 
from twenty to forty feet river gravel is 
struck, and unfailing filtered water is 
obtained. 
ARTESIAN WELLS. 
All this section is in the flowing artesian 
weLi belt. 
At Stockton, a few utiles distant, 
many artesian wells have been struck, and 
a large and steady flow of pure water in 
every instance has been obtained. 
This is 
an advantage of the utmost im|iortanee. 
It means a bright, cle.U" creek oil every 
man’s land. 
It means running wafer in 
every field, in hams and corrals, and it 
means a yard around the house fillet! with 
the green of spring and banks of bright 
flowers during the year.

soil and hospitable climate.

of the north and south, from the Siberian 
crab apple to the sweet atxf luscious orange 
—the golden apple of the Flesperides; all 
the <grapcs, from those of the Ger­ 
man Baltic to the purple, amber 
• 
and white varieties that thrive best 
under the sunny skies of the Medi­ 
terranean; all the textile plants, 
hemp, flax, cotton and the ntul- 
Iterrv tree, on the tender and deli­ 
cate leaves of which the worm lives 
and fattens to make its delicate 
gossamer threads; the hardy black 
walnut, the rich English walnut, 
the chestnut,» the pecan, and the 
h--s hardy almond, blooming in 
February, all these thrive here to 
perfection.

AS FREMONT SAXV IT. 
General Fremont, in the report *>f his 
explorations of^JS44. say- : 
•■ March 25th.—We traveled for twenty- 
eight miles over the same delightful coun­ 
try as yesterday, and halted in a beautiful 
bottom at the ford of the Itio de los Muke- 
lcnmos. re.viviug its name from another 
Indian tribe living on the river. 
The 
tmttoms on the stream are broad, rich and 
extremely fertile, and the uplands are

■edars. These sugar pines, 
are the most magnificent of the ¡line fant- 
ilv, and it lias no equal among the tree 
creation, except the redwood and gigantic 
qttoia. 
1’. Newhcrry, the eminent na­ 
turalist, says: ” Like all the conifers on ■ 
Ute Pacitic I'oxst it exhibits a symmetry 
and perfection of figure, a healthfnlne.is 
and vigor of growth, not attained by the 
trees of any other part of the world. 
The 
mature tree sometimes reaches a hight of 
5' mi foct and a diameter of twenty. The 
young trees of the sugar pine give early 
promise* of tin* majesty to whicli they sub­ 
sequently attain.

addition to the native tree growths, almost 
every rare variety of tree has been brought 
here and naturalized. There arc groves of 
the Lombardy poplar, tlie blue and rod 
gum trees of A ustralia; many varieties of 
palm tret’s: laurels, ¡«‘¡.per trees, oranges, 
lemon-, limes, pomegranates, magnolias, 
cypres-, holly, larch, tulip tree, yew and 
myrtle, and many others, making with 
the natural growth* an arboreal wealth 
unexcelled elsewhere. 


T H E FLORAL WEALTH 
I s -i. great a -to defy particular mention. 
There i- it.-h a profii-ton of wild flowers 
that they arc countless. 
Names are for­ 
gotten, and in seeing them we only know 
and feel the charm that surrounds t;s. 
Grace Greenwood writing of this floral 
hcautv in spring-time said: 
“ The grand 
flower -how i- at its hight. Anythinginore 
gorgeou-lv beautiful than the display in 
valleys and uplands, on hill-side and river­ 
side, it were impossible for any other than 
a mad florist to imagine. 
Along on either 
hand runs continuously the rich, radiant 
bloom. 
You become intoxicated watch­ 
ing the rainbow colors. 
There are great 
fields in which flowers of many sorts are 
mingled in a perfect carnival of color; 
then conic exclusive family gatherings, 
where blue, purple.or crimson have it all 
its own way.”

e&TÍy hour this morning persons began to * 
assemble in the vicinity of the California 
PitMrreJs’ building on Fourth street to ob 
tain favorable positions from which to wit­ 
ness the funeral of the late Governor. A 
cordon* of police officers had been stationed 
across the passageway leading to the hall 
in*which th*e dead Governor lay and only 
Pioneers'»®'!other well-known citizens were 
permitted to pass. At each corner of the 
catafalque were stationed soldiers of the 
N. G.-C., ami police officers stood guard in 
and around the hall where the dead rested. 
The floral pieces were the finest ever 
seen OE?*a*similar occasion in San Francisco. 
They-were ranged in rows on the lfoor, the 
more noticeable being a shield of State, 
fully four feet in diameter, of variegated 
flowers from The Secretary of State's office 
a representation of a-closed book from Gov­ 
ernor W aterman, a magnificent representa­ 
tion of a** printing press front the State 
Printing 
:*fflce, a large pedestal -m - 
mounted w;th a funeral urn, front the office 
of the State-Treasurer, a chair of state, the 
size of an ordinary easy chair, from the 
office of the Surveyor-General, an anchor 
six feet high from the State Democratic 
Club, inscribed " Bartlett,” with artistic­ 
ally arranged flbwers on the back, the 
mi«iel of a ship from the State Controller's 
office, a magnificent column from Hebrew 
ladies, a scythe and sheaf of wheat from M. 
1>. Boruck. a handsome wreath marked 
“ Rest " from Mrs. General Coshy, a larg» 
wreath trout Mrs. M'. Kruger, marked with 
the Grand Army colors a pretty star from 
Edith I’erry, a pilfow from Mayor Pond, a 
cross from the Misses Duisinberg a n d 'a 
wreath of immortelles from M. I>. Boruck. 
A beautiful pillow of royal purple plush, 
three fourths of a yard square, artistically 
trimmed- with choice flbwers and orna­ 
mented with emblems representing the 
diilerent branches of education, was re­ 
ceived from the office of State Superintend­ 
ent Hoitt.

Among those occupying the parlor and 
hall were Chief Justice SphtIs and Justices 
McKinstry, Sharpstein Thornton, Tentple, 
Paterson ami McFarland of the Supreme 
Court, I'nited States Circuir Judge Srwver, 
Mayor Pond, ex-Governors Burnett, Booth. 
Low, Downey and Perkins,.Supreme Court 
Commissioners Belcher. Hayne and Foote, 
ex-Judge John A. Stanly, an *a large num ­ 
ber of other State and city officials and 
prominent private citizens.

Shortly after 10 o'clock the relatives of 
the ¡ieceased, dressed in the deepest m ourn­ 
ing, entered the hall, Mr. and Mrs. Colum­ 
bus Bartlett leading, followed by Mrs. Dr. 
Bucket and T. B. Randolph and wife. The 
mourners viewed li.r the last Nine the feat­ 
ures of the deail Governor,.and after pass­ 
ing around the floral remembrances took 
seats on tbe easterly side of the hall. At 
this time a large num ber of persons had 
congregated in the hall. The floral piece3 
were then placed in wagons to he carried 
to tin* cemetery. 
Harbor Commissioner 
'Y. B. English and Attorney A rthur Rod­ 
gers were actively engaged-ill conducting 
the proceedings. 
Shortly before It o’clock the pnll-bearcis 
formed in line in the parlo» ami proceeded 
to the hall and ranged u:t either side of 
ttie catafalque. 
Eight • soldiers took posi­ 
tions around the casket, ami-after tbe pall­ 
bearers had passed out of the room they 
slowly followed with the body. 
The cortege proceeded up ¡fourth street, 
across \ arket, up Stockton and along Post 
to Trinity Church, the entire distance be­ 
ing densely packed with, men, wtuuen and 
children..

The pall­ 
bearers marched slowly into the house ot 
worship, followed by the casket-bearers and 
mourners in tbe order above envmierpted. 
The interior of the church was very 
simply decorated. The chancel rail was 
covered with bla*k and entwined with 
white roses. The -acl-.un and pulpit were 
tastefully draped,'out there had-seen no at­ 
tem pt at general decoration. T he funeral 
sermon was preached by Rev. Dr. Boos, 
who was a warm personal friend of the de­ 
ceased.

After the serve es within the church had 
been concluded, the hymn "A sleep in 
Jesus 
was sung, when the tunera! cortege 
was again forntcdivnd the ca.-iset was borne 
out to tlie hearse, which, was to convey it to 
Laurel H ill Cemetery. 
The procession was oompi-sed of eight 
divisions, including the National Guard 
and the First I'nited Stat« s infantry. 
The 
cortege was of great length, and made uu 
impressive appearance. The streets along 
the route of the procession ware lined with 
people, and m any houses w t/i draped with 
mourning oicbleins. 
It was near 1 o’clock when tbe h**urse 
and attending guard and pall bearers in 
carriages passed the corner of Leave nwortli 
street oti the way. out to. Ilotden Gate ave­ 
nue to the cemetery and at 2 o'clock the 
end of the procession lta-i qot passed that 
point. 
There were oxer fifty exempt firemen in 
line and nearly ail oí the New Yorf men. 
They wore double breasted blue frcck coals 
ur.d blue caps. Over 100 members of the 
Sate Printing Office, front Sacramento fol­ 
lowed. together with adelegation of citizens 
of Sacramento.

The witching hour of 3 a. m . found us 
assembled in the eourt-vard, all on liorse- 
lia.-k, the |«arty of yesterday augmented by 
the valiant Alcaldi ar.d three other tan- 
colored Mesieanoes from Acapansingo, lic- 
sides two extra guides, several well-armed 
i g n ^ and another donkey laden from 
head to tail with luggage.

Hut bis bead has been knocked off by 
some sacrilegious vandal, who probably 
wislied to demonstrate the jiowerlcssm-ss 
of tlie cave’s enchanted guardian. 
It is 
the general liolief that no living animal 
has lieen found within the cave; but I can 
testily t«i the presence of myriads of bats. 
An explorer who spent tlie night here 
with a party of Americans, assures me 
th at be not only heard the hissing of 
snakes in the darkness, but that they were 
frightened almost out of tlieir wits by the 
sudden appearance of some fierce beast, 
having the spottisi skin of a leopard, 
whose loud warnings echoed terrifically 
among the vaults, and which, after gaz­ 
ing at them by the light of their torches, 
stalke«l n^ijestically back into tlie ilark- 
ness, where they had no di-position to pur­ 
sue him. 
In the second vast apartment our aston­ 
ishment increased at every step. .Some­ 
times we seemed t«i lie in an under-grouml 
Egyptian temple, nature’s architecture be­ 
ing decidedly Oriental, and the strange 
forms everywhere aUutt its resembling un­ 
couth idols. 
The m ultitude of pyramids 
and olielisks suggested tlie thought that 
perhaps the ancient people who, years ago, 
built those Kgyptianlike palaces in the 
south of Mexico took tlieir architectural 
ideas from some natural cave of this de­ 
scription—-just as nature lier-elf suggestcsl 
the lieuiitiful Corinthian pillar. 
Then we entered an apparently en­ 
chanted country, in which everything had 
I wen turned to stone. There were foun­ 
tains of petrified waters, icy pyramids a 
hundred feet high, tree* hung with frozen 
moss, columns covered w itn gigantic acan­ 
thus leaves., pillars whose lofty tops were 
lost in the shadows overhead—all looking 
like the work of prc-AdamiL-s, re t evi­ 
dently only wrought by Him who inhab­ 
its eternity. This second chamber is higher 
than the first, and is saiii to lie four hun­ 
dred feet long. 
We passed into an immense double gal­ 
lery supported by pyramidal formations of 
great -ize—stalagmites, formed by water 
dropping on the earth. 
A thousand «xld 
figure- are found here—gothic -brines, 
mummies, Druids with (lowing beards, 
-IIAl’ES THAT STARTLE THE BEHOLDER 
Like some wild dream : ami among them 
are countless pyramids, obelisks and basins 
which seem to lie made of purest alabaster. 
Groat drops triekfotl down upon our heads, 
and upon the wet anil slippery ground arc­ 
an incalculable number of small, jierfeetlv- 
rounded balls, dead-white petrification-, 
forming little hollows where they lie. We 
thought of Kip Van W inkle’s brownies 
playing ten-pins among the Catskills, and 
wore fain to hasten fo*t we, too, become 
pillars of stone. 
By-and-bv we came to another and -till 
loftier 
corridor, 
supported 
by pillars 
covered u ith what seemed to lie creeping 
plants and rows of gigantic stone cauli­ 
flowers— each leaf most delicately chiseled 
and looking like appropriate food for the 
colossal dwellers of the cavern. 
As the 
torches Hashed upon masse- of rock and 
hillocks crowned with temples and pyra­ 
mids, congealed torrents, that seemed to lie- 
long to the north j-ile, and iKiric columns 
like those of Greece, we gave ourselves tip

In the mysterious depths of this cavern, 
the skull nearly covered with crystalliza­ 
tions. 
lie had doubtless entered these 
labarvnths alone, either from rash curi­ 
osity or to escape pursuit, lost his way and 
perished of hunger. Even for experienced 
guides it would be extremely difficult to 
find the way back to the entrance, without 
having left behind some elite by which to 
direct the steps among these winding 
galleries, halls, compartments and intersect­ 
ing corridors. Though many objects are 
so striking that they «-an immediately be re­ 
cognized—such as the goat and the am phi­ 
theater—there are millions of duplications, 
as confusing as monotonous in their endless 
variety. 
Im agine that unfortunate man 
wandering among these pyramids, obelisks 
and Grecian columns, surrounded by frozen 
torrents th at could not assuage his thirst, 
and trees with marble fruit, which mocked 
his hunger, pale phantoms in shrouds who 
would not relieve iiis distress—his cries 
for help answered by a thousand hollow 
echoes, as if the white dwellers of the 
cavern replied with unholy laughter! 
^ Nothing more beautiful can la- imagined 
titan the elil-ci from the interior distance, 
of daylight entering the mouth of the 
«■ave; such a faint, itii.-ty blue, contrastis! 
with the fierce, red light of the torches, 
and broken by intercepting pillars of snowv 
crystal. 
W hat would not that poor trav­ 
eler have given to find it as we did ? 
1 ruly I taiue Nature is no coquette. She 
adorns lierself with greater richness in the 
deejiest and darkest caverns than on the 
open plain or the highest mountain lop.

( otamission appointed last vear to inquire 
into M. Pasteur’s treatm ent of hydro­ 
phobia. 
1'roru this alistraet the following 
paragraphs are tak en : 
It may hem e lie deemed «ertain that M. 
Pasteur has discoverer! a method of pro­ 
tection from rallies comparable with that 
w hich vaccination affords against infection 
from small-pox. 
It woulii Vie «lifficult to overestimate the 
importance of the discovery, whether for 
its practicability or for its'application to 
general pathology. 
It shows a new method of inoculation, 
or, as M. Pasteur sometimes calls it of 
vaccination, the like of which it may’be­ 
come possible to employ for the protection 
ot lioth men ami dum<*stie animals against 
other of the piore intense kinds of virus. 
_ The duration of im munity secured bv 
inoculation is not yet determined, but dnr- 
ing the two years that have passed since it 
was first proved there- have lic**n no indi­ 
cations of its being limited. 
The com­ 
mittee think it is therefore certain that 
the inoculations practieerl bv AI. Pasteur 
have prevented the m'currence of hydro­ 
phobia in a large proportion of those'who, 
if tlit'v had not been so iiun’ulated, would 
have died of that disease. 
_ This discovery shows it mav become ¡•<•*- 
siblt* to arrest by inoculation, even after 
the infliction of other diseases besides liv- 
dropliohia. 
His researches have also added very 
1 argel\ to knowledge <»l tlie pathology of 
b>drophohia, and supplied h sure means 
of determ ining whether an animal which 
had died under suspicion of rabies was 
really affected with that disease or not. 
1 be Medical Xeics says, editorially: ‘‘The 
report of th«- British Hydrophobia Com­ 
mission constitutes the ablest defense of 
M. Pasteur's method which has yet been 
made, and it is a case for congratulation 
that men so competent to observe facts and 
weigh evidence have la-en lieen able, after 
investigation, to reach a unanimous con­ 
clusion a* to the prophylactic value of the 
inoculation methods of Pasteur.” 
In a paper read in A pril last before the 
Paris Academy of Sciences, AI. Pasteur re­ 
ports that be had treate«l, up to that date

Science call- attention to that point In 
the recent report of I *r. Saunders, public 
analyst for the city of London, which de­ 
plore- the lai-k of active public support in 
the effort to expose and abate the evils of 
fond adulterations. 
The rtqsirt state- that 
the public at large continues to show 
marked apathy toward the working of the 
fias! inspection laws, and that if the in­ 
spector- w ere not ordered to secure samples 
independently- of complaints being made 
no check would exist upon the adulteration 
of the foods and ilrtigs sold in the city of 
London. 
During the year 188<i the de­ 
partm ent made 1X8 analyses, of which 
sixty-one were of milk, twenty-two of 
whisky, nine of gin, sixteen of mustard, 
twenty-seven of «Irugs, ten of disinfectants, 
six of water, four of butter and butterine. 
and tin* remainder of miscellaneous ar- 
ti«-Ii*--. 
The discrepancies of opinions be­ 
tween analyst* resulting from tlie employ­ 
ment of separate methods, and the unsatis­ 
factory character of some of the laws relat­ 
ing to fin si supply, are given as reasons 
which have prevented the work of the de­ 
partment from 
impressing it-elf more 
firmly upon the community. T he same 
want of z«*al on the part of the public is, 
we imagiue, existent In this country, and 
besides we have not such a corps of in­ 
spectors acting under orders to secure 
samples of food for analysis as exists in 
Ixinduii. The opportunities for adulterated 
fouls escaping detection must, therefore, 
Ik* much greater here than in England.— 
St. Louis (!rarer.

The tina! coudonsjmtion of the Chicago 
Anachists energizes «lie growing sentiment 
that for all that ela-s of people the privil­ 
ege- of free speech and assembly t hey now 
enjoy should lx- abridged. 
It has been said th a t this ,«wdd n tri be 
dotie without endangering the sultftaWtial 
rights and lilxyrtie-s of all citiw aK jihatif it 
is once conceded th at the right of free 
speech and of assembly, ;uwi to w rite and 
print one’s sentiments may hv out short, 
there will U- no jxissihiliiv «1 placing a 
limit upon restriction that may runiKt the 
total destruction of our lilxjrties. ■ Hut 
the idea is nevertheless hourly gaining 
ground that there must be restriction 
placed upon these rights great er«th«n now 
imposed, or the odkiee of th e (rovemment 
will be endangered. 
The thought is steadily expanding that 
the governmental system does not exist 
which is strong enough 10 permit w ith 
equanim ity assael-t upon itself.froin within, 
designed for its destruction. 
li e cer­ 
tainly are upon the threshold of the ques­ 
tion w hether we can better ¡afford to put 
further lim itation -upon free speech and 
free press, or invite the graver r i s k of the 
aintse of those rights to th e extent of en- 
eonraging, by silence, vicious assault upon 
the theory and system ol our < ¡overninent, 
coupled with tlie attem pt to coiisnmmate 
its overthrow by tin- preaching of per- 
nieious doctrines and the arraying-of the 
baser elements against sooiety. 
The R » olt»-TxiON 
is 
hapi>ily eon. 
s-¡oils of the fact that for years it has ad­ 
vocated such a policy toward -the A narch­ 
ists and extreme .Socialists as would, by 
force if need be, close th eir mouths against 
the public advocacy o f th eir infamous doc­ 
trines. 
It has held that to preach the 
overthrow of the Government and advise 
the destruction of American 'institutions, 
i- neither a right nor 
priv ilc-gi-rmdei' the 
Constitution and the laws, and-does not at- 
ta.-li to any of th e prerogativ.s of Ameri 
can citizenship or the privileges of re.-i- 
dcnco of aliens among us. 
it -has uni 
formly contended th at there was need for 
laws specially aimed against th e murderous 
assemblies, the conspiracies and the ahomi- 
Hablc j.reaclinigs of the A narchist crew, 
and to prohibit their marching through 
streets and iqon highways bearing their 
symbols of tire and destruction, and threat­ 
ening property with the torch and citizens 
with death. 
It will lie remembered that, at .the time 
such view- were iir-t advanced, it was 
warmly contended by such of the press a­ 
is over-jealous of rigors of government, 
and fearful of any trespasses whatever 
Upon the right to freely write and speak 
and to assemble and debate, that such en­ 
actments would be extremely dangerous, 
because -t would be iuijxissible to limit the 
restrictions save by tlie conservatism of 
the party that might wield the ¡xr.vcroi 
tlie majority iu legislative assemblies, and 
therefore the sulsitructural principle- of 
personal liberty under our system would 
be endangered by being placet! at political 
mercy.

TO PREVENT IMPOSTURE UPON THE 
CHARITABLE. 


Mary Sm ith was a beggar in Jioston., 
She died recently a miserable death, in a 
condition of 
apparent abject 
poverty, 
having really starved herself to death 
while hidden in her room she had golden 
coins in plenty stored away. 
She w ent 
about in rags and begged from corner to 
corner, and, though she possessed thou­ 
sand- of dollars, denied herself the com­ 
monest comforts of life. 
It is charity to 
say that Mary Sm ith was insane. Hut her 
insanity was of the order against which 
society, according to its present methods, 
does not protect itself. 
One of the a ttri­ 
bute- of sovereignty in a community is 
the rig l# to prevent its iu embers-being 
preyed upon by the imposture of assumed 
poverty or unworthy indigence. 
.Such 
fraud is a crime against the social organ­ 
ization, and a cruel wrong to the deserving 
poor. 
As a result of Mary Sm ith’s gross 
imposition upon the charitable, thousands 
to whom the alms of the kindly-hearted 
would lie more than heavenly ber.isons, 
must suffer, for there will be a withdrawal 
for n time of aid to many in Boston 
who sorely need the mites that, under the 
present system, are contributed upon the 
streets. 
It is true that the stern philoso­ 
phy of experience forbids indiscriminate 
alms giving, and thousands of good men 
and women whose secret charities arc 
bountiful and well disposed, sternly refuse 
street beggars. 
Yet thousands of others 
cannot resist the pleadings of apparent 
want and give upon the highways, rather 
than burden their souls with the reproach 
that possibly by refusal they may deny 
real suffering aud add to the pangs iff tlie 
starving. These, however, until the ease 
of Mary Smith is forgotten, will summon 
enough of resolution to refuse the public 
beggar. 
This woman's gross imposture empha­ 
sizes the need for concert of action among 
all charitable associations in cities to pro­ 
tect themselves and the public against the 
miserly beggars, tilt- rank cheat and the 
undeserving who beg only to obtain means 
to gratify slavish appetites. 
If. for in­ 
stance, all the “charities” of Boston were 
to unite and establish a bureau of detec­ 
tion for mutual defense, cases of fraud and 
of street begging would become almost im­ 
possible. 
By districting the city every 
human habitation would be soon known to 
the agency, and the condition of all the in­ 
mates of the homes occupied by the poor 
would lx ascertained. 
The facts would he 
communicated daily to the several char­ 
itable organizations, (fivers of aim- would 
find it more convenient and satisfactory to 
give through the agencies of the societies, 
lor they would soon learn that the-e organ­ 
ization- must know flu- actual condition of 
all the poor in their several districts, and 
that the several central detective agencies 
were unerringly informed concerning the 
needy, and that street liegging would in it­ 
self be an evidence of im¡xisture. 
W hen the Convention of Charities was 
Jh Id in San l-’rancisco last year the plan 
here briefly outlined was pre-euted hv this 
.journal and was favorably received, but 
.action was not had because in the mass of 
subjects considered tin- idea did not obtain 
sufficient hold to lead to that result. 
But 
it is clear th a t the scheme is feasible, and 
thaUstroet begging oan lx; absolutely pre­ 
vented without invoking the agency of 
stem Jaws and the threat of severe jx-nal- 
t‘n~. The common action of all charitable 
•organizations would result, not only in tlie 


ciations more in accordance 
claims of nationality, religion and other 
specific reasons for their presentation to 
specific associations. 
In whatever light 
the subject is exaw.ined, the suggested 
method grows in faw.r. There is no reason 
that as orderly means should not be 


a d o p t e d for the relief of human suffering 
and the prevention and detection of irn- 
jHi-ture upon the charitable, as are pur-ncd 
for th e ascertainment of the commercial 
standing of those who ask credit, or the 
character of Cue membership of eonfra- 
ternal associations and the worthiness ot 
the p.irticijmnts in their benefits. 


A LESSON OF T H E FAIR. 


The complete success of tlie State Fair, 
ju st - dosing its first week for 18x7, proves 
how much may lx- accomplished by union 
•of effort on the part of it- friends. 
It is a 
more 'thoroughly representative agricult­ 
ural exposition than any that have pre­ 
ceded it for several years. 
This is due to 
th e large numlx-r of county exhibits and 
their variety and exhaustiveness. 
11 ilh 
tlie fair held two weeks earlier next 
year, as it m6st he to accommodate horti­ 
culturists, and a renewal and augmentation 
of the effort made this year to induce 
counties to make these group-showings, we 
believe it will lx- possible to till the greater 
portion of the Pavilion with an -exposi­ 
tion of California products. 
W e have 
fifty-two counties in California. 
There is 
no reason why thirty of them should not 
lx- fully represented in tlie State Fair. But 
if only twenty are secured for 1888, the re­ 
sult will he such a representation of Cali­ 
fornia products as have never before been 
made, and th e eon-eqtient advertising value 
for the State will In- simply immeasurable, 
to say nothing of the great instructive 
value of such an exhibition to our own 
pc-ople. 
But to attain this end the State 
Board of Agriculture should begin as early 
as March next to make the canvass. 
It 
should select for their sagacity, address and 
knowledge of character, a half-dozen men 
to make the canvass of the counties and 
efleet local organization in each devoted to 
the exposition of tlie county products at 
the State Fair. 
T hat in a measure Such 
ageneif- were employed this year, proves 
how much more can lx- accomplished hy 
an earlier beginning and a holder move­ 
ment.

A m onum ent of this de­ 
scription will be viewed by every one who 
passes through this valley, while a smaller 
one would only he seen by the pilgrim 
who clambered to the sum m it of Mt. Mar­ 
shall. 
If this meets with the views of Sen­ 
ator Gessford. the other Commissioner, 
it will he adopted at the meeting to be 
held in this city next week, when all the 
members will be present. They will then 
advertise for bids and its construction will 
be commenced immediately. The Com­ 
missioners would be pleased to receive sug­ 
gestions as to styles, where solidity, bight 
and primitive simplicity are the principal 
fe itun «.

culture lit high sense i- an open question. 
A criterion may, perhaps, he found in a 
comparison of the rising' with the new 
adult generation. 
Are our young people- 
showing grace of mind and character in 
more abundant measure than their pa­ 
rents? 
Are their aims higher? Are their 
intellectual occupations more serious? Are 
their manners gentler and more refined ? 
W e do not propose to answer these ques­ 
tions dogmatically; but this we say, that, 
unless there he an improvement in these 
several respects, a vast amount of educa­ 
tional effort has not met its full reward. 
Speaking broadly, it seem to U s that the 
culture of our educated classes, or of the 
classes supposed to be educated, leaves 
much to he desired, and we are disposed to 
think that one reason of this is that we 
have conceived of education in too purely 
an intellectual sense. 
We have thought 
more of sharpening the thinking facul­ 
ties than of liberalizing the sentiments or 
softening the manners. 
We have intro­ 
duced too inu'.-h of rivalry into education, 
and represented education too much as a 
preparation for further rivalry in after­ 
life. 
We have imparted knowledge, but 
have only to a very moderate extent suc­ 
ceeded in inculcating wisdom, and knowl­ 
edge without wisdom seem» poor, thin and 
sometimes even meaningless. 
We need, 
as it -eems to t;>, to devote min e considera­ 
tion than we iiave hitherto done to the 
question: W hat is the true ideal of hu­ 
man life?

K tu met Wells' New York Hop Circular 
of .September 2d gives the following review 
of hop prospects : 
“ The. new hop season 
opens very quietly with dull 
markets 
everywhere. 
Brewers decline to look at 
samplt-s, and refuse to enter into any new 
negotiations or entertain business in any 
way until picking is finisheil and some­ 
thing df finite is known as to the panning 
out of the new crop. 
It will be seen by 
our cable advices that tlie reports from the 
English plantations aie somewhat more 
favorable, but they stili count oh a yield of 
.‘.2»*),0U0 old duty, which if not changed 
before picking is finished will leave them 
very short ot their year's rtqnirem ents. 
Reports from the interior of this Ftate. re­ 
ceived here this morning, arc- to the effect 
tbat a» picking progresses in the smaller 
yards growers find that they are not get­ 
ting as many hops as they expected. Some 
claim they are getting more water than 
hrps ttbis, of course, refers to the late 
rains., ami being a top crop—Ironi which 
it is always difficult to m akeestim ates— 
they find they have been counting on more 
hops than they will g et; 
the larger yards, 
however, which as a rule received better 
rare during-the summer months, are turn­ 
out about as well as expected. Taking tbe 
reports as they have come to us this week, 
we think the estimate of 100,000 bales for 
this State as given out last week will have 
to be somewhat reduced, hut the quality at 
this writing stil! promises to bs very fine. 
Our Pacific coast neighbors have also been 
bragging on their quality, and if we do not 
do a gotxl export trade this season it will 
not he because we haven’t got the quality.”

A Citrus F air at Marysville. 
Residents of Marysville and vicinity are 
discussing the proposition of holding a cit­ 
rus fair in that city d u r iD g the coming fall 
or winter. The Appeal publishes the fol­ 
lowing letter on the subject: 
San Francisco, September 14th. 
/.'•i. Appeal: Allow me to make u suggestion 
as to,the best time for the holding of a citrus 
fair. Manyare sometimes led to believe that 
because fruit is large and yellow, that is all that 
is rcquir ■«] lor placing it on exhibition. If you 
only want Pi show color. December then is a 
good month ; hut if you want to show qua ily, 
December is too early. No fruit is rim then. 
The llavor will he found very poor, which will 
be a detriment to the whole exhibit. 
Last year the Sacramento people made a mis­ 
take in holding their fair in December. The 
fruit was of excellent color, but the flavor was 
detrimental to the whole exhibit. 
February is early enough. Fruit can then be 
displayed with more advantage, anil the grain 
of the lruit will be fir.A-and tin-flavor higher. 
Those intending to display their fruits should 
prepare for it 
The fruit should tie stem eut 
close to the calyx. They should not he packed 
as they wore at the Sacramento fair, vis bloom 
end dow n and loug stems up, hiding the fruit. 
F'ruit is much more attractive where the bloom 
end is shown, rather than the stem end, and 
should be properly arranged with care. 
Lemons, also, should De stem eut in November 
or December, and put away for at least one 
mouth before being jilaced oh exhibition. 
If you inti n i to advertise!}', u- section on the 
merits of your fruit, then don't be too hasty, 
l'repare tor it and do it well. December is too 
early. Respectfully,

I¿or the benefit of the projectors of the 
proposed fair at Marysville, it may be 
stated, referring to Mr. Leipzig's letter, that 
it was thought by Sacramentaos that the 
citrus fair held in this city last December 
was opened at a date too late to give the 
climatic advantages of the locality a proper 
showing. W hen the fair was held there 
were very few orange trees in Sacramento 
that had any fruit left upon them, it hav­ 
ing nearly all been plucked long before, and 
the greater portion of the fruit exhibited 
was such as bad been gathered and saved 
for the exhibition. For this section of the 
State a citrus fair might as well be held in 
May as in February. Fruit of that kind 
has entirely disappeared from trees in this 
locality before the crop ot the southern 
portion of the Stale has advanced to the 
" color ” stage.

THE SCHOOL OK DESIGN. 
In the Art Department there is much 
which must have distinct notice, and which 
it is the intention to give. Prom inent in 
this department is the exhibition made by 
the Sacramento School of Design, con- 
■ ducted in the City’s (E. B. Crocker) Art 
Gallery by the California Museum Associa­ 
tion, W. F. Jackson, Chief Instructor. The 
school, a public institution in which Sacra- 
mentans take commendable pride, is near­ 
ing the close of its second year. It has 
solved the question whether an art school 
on a pretentious scale could be founded in 
the interior. 
Unquestionably at this fair 
the school’s showing is the best general 
display in one entry in the A rt Department, 
and is therefore a strong claimant for the 
gold medal of that department. The ex­ 
hibit will be found in the northwest corner 
of the A rt Gallery. It is an inclosure 
opening by three graceful arches crowned 
by a handsome cornice, the whole done in 
soft, dark goods. 
Inside the niche is a fine 
cast selected from the statuarv hall of the 
school, an exact reproduction of the 
famous antique statue “ Venus de Medici,” 
which stands in the Tribune at Florence. 
Its proportion* are deemed the model of 
perfection, and the most celebrated stan­ 
dard of the female form extant. 
It was the 
work of Cleomenes, the Athenian, the son 
of Apollodorus. 
He nourished between 200 
and 150 B.C. The statue is 4 feet 111 inches 
in hight, and is of exquisite proportions 
and perfect contour. There are also placed 
in the niche copies of Michael Angelo's 
“ Slave” and the busts of “ P aris” and a 
cupid. The inclosure is tastefully dressed, 
the background being of graceful drapery 
a:*d the tioor relieved by heavy rugs. The 
whole is intended to give something of a 
glimpse into the corner ol an artist’s studio. 
Upon easels and upon the walls, disposed 
with charm ing ease and unstudied careless­ 
ness, arc works of the pupils of the “ Day 
class.” 
These 
include, 
first, charcoal 
and 
crayon drawings from casts, all 
of which are good; there is not one, 
indeed, which is not ot the better order of 
that class of art work ; they reflect the high­ 
est credit upon the pupils, every one of 
whom began correct study of this kind of 
work in this school. 
Second, still life 
studies in oil, such as a brass kettle over­ 
turned, with apples rolling o u t; a large 
flower pot with a hen’s nest of straw, and 
containing eggs; vases of flowers, fish, 
game, shells and avanety of similar studies. 
In light and shade effects, iu which am a­ 
teurs so generally fail, these studies are 
notably good. 
It is clearly evident that 
the instructors have enforced sludv aud 
painstaking in this"respect, and as a result 
have won the highest sncress. There is 
feeling in every piece, and that is all there 
is in any good picture. The artists have 
caught nature and transferred it to canvas 
with such effect as to evoke instant com­ 
mendatory recognition by those who know 
least of the methods and details by which 
the end 
is 
attaine«l, and 
this is of 
the highest tribute that can be paid 
to art work. It is a pleasure to invite atten­ 
tion to these works by pupils still in training 
in the school, and to challenge foriliem fair- 
minded criticism, believing that they will 
command admiration 
by their merits. 
T h ird : 
Will be noticed a num ber of 
sketches in oil. in charcoal aud pencil. 
The views are all suburban to Sacramento, 
and will readily be recognized by residents. 
They are meritorious as a whole, and some 
of them are ot superior excellence as works 
of a sketch class that has made excursions 
we are informed, in but a little more than 
two terms of three months each. A plaque 
of photographs made by Instructor Jack­ 
son of ilie sketch class at work, is a pleas­ 
ing ornam ent in the adornment of the 
niche. The School of Design, judged hv 
the works here shown, has demonstrated 
its right to exist, and its claim upon the 
people for the scholarships essential to its 
contiuuance.

All the section divisions of the 
pyramid rise like flanges, and are draped 
in re«l. On these are shelves holding orna­ 
mental bottles. Drapery adorns the crown 
of the base also, and the foot of the upper 
section of the tower broken by signs in 
panels, designating fey sections the varie­ 
ties of wines. It is a handsome design. 
The wines rank high in the market. These 
and those of Napa ore the only ptirely 
wine exhibits in the lair, a record unac­ 
countably surprising. 
Dr. Uepper exhibits pyramids of “Moun­ 
tain Tea” in botties.

The (loints in the farmer’s life that im­ 
pressed me most were: 
First—That !u* raises a hi tut all he needs 
for the u s e of himself and hi- family. 
Hi- 
wants arc few and hi- own labor supplies 
nearly all of them. 
Second—The fact that all his work is 
done by hand, in the entire alisence of 
machinery and almost of good tools, and 
with almost no aid from domestic animals. 
Third—The free use of water on the 
land—large as the rainfall is, the Japanese 
uses water even more freely than we do in 
our irrigation districts. 
Fourth—The rigid economy and frugal­ 
ity of the people; and especially that phase 
of it which uses tho-e form- of manure 
which we throw away ; and 
lastly—The singular contrast of a very 
dense population, nearly 22Ü to the square 
mile, and vet orily one-ninth of the surface 
under cultivation, much good land being 
absolutely 
wild, 
in 
a state of 
na­ 
ture. 
This will undoubtedly lie remedied 
by better means of communication, by new 
methods of agriculture, which will utilize 
the high lands, and by introduction of cat­ 
tle and sheep, thus putting the mountain 
lands to grazing use. 
But i must say in closing that in all 
their poverty, with só little at their dis­ 
posal of what we call the very necessities 
of life, 1 never saw a jieople so contented, 
so happy, so kind and good-natured, ás the 
average Japanese.

iff eoiir-c the production of-ilk and the 
cultivation of tea and tobacco are on a 
very difieren*, plan from the rice and grain 
fields I have described. The -ilk and to­ 
bacco business I know very little about, 
because it was in the winter I was there, 
although 1 sow* something of it. 
Around 
Kioto, however, 1 saw large plantations of 
tea, although il was not the season for 
gathering tl.c leaves. The Japanese tea 
plant is a bc.oatilul shrub about three feet 
nigh, with gl* --y dark green leaves and 
dens,* foliage. 
They grow to considerable 
age, and I saw some which 1 was told were 
thirty years old. 
In warmer climates, like 
Assam, tin 
varieties 
arc much taller, 
r i-hin si-.on or eight feet in hight— si 
1 was told 1 \ an Assam gentleman on the 
steamer. 
Tea did not seem to require irri­ 
gation in Japan. 
1 wonder the tea plant 
is not grown here as an ornamental shrub. 
It is certainly very beautiful, and would 
form a charming low hedge, or a clump of 
low shrubbery to ornament a lawn. 


THE JAPANESE FARMER'S LIFE. 
One word about the farmer’s life. 
It is 
Wore like gardening than farming. 
The 
holdings arc ..ry small, and the work is 
done almo-f entirely by hand. 
I was told 
th a t the 
-..mts generally own the little 
pat lies which they cultivate. 
The houses 
are not usually built in the fields, but on 
th.* higher land, and arc often grouped to­ 
gether ill b a le villages. They arc very 
simple afiai-.-. built of bauilioo [mlcs anil 
strips woven together and plastered with 
mud. while the roof i' thatched with rice 
straw—tlic wlioleol domestic manufacture. 
The clothing of the ]«asants is of cotton, 
very simple, and in summer very scanty, 
indeed 
Their >'md is mainly vegetable— 
of rice, if they can allbrd it, but if they 
are too p-mr, barley, beaus, lentil-, wheat, 
or sweet i» tatocs niu-t make up the diet. If 
near tin* ,-en ccast, fish are often cheap; but 
ia tin interior they* can only lie had salted. 
Meat of all kind- is an article of food un­ 
known to the peasant, although it i- slowly 
coming hit 
use in the cities. They ail 
Use tobacco, though very sparingly in tlicir 
liny pipe- which almost all Japanese carry 
lit tlicir belts, men and women too. The 
farmer knows but little almut intoxicating 
drinks, but if he ever tastes a stim ulant ¡1 
is " sake, a beer brewed from rice, said 
to lie dangerous from the large proportion 
of fusil oil contained in it.

P hiladelphia, September 16th.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—The second day of the Centennial 
celebration, like the first, opefled bright 
and clear. 
No better day could be asked 
for. 
It was estimated that up to the early 
forenoon 400,000 visitors had arrived in the 
city to witness the celebration, besides 
those taking part. 
W hile there is little to suggest the Pa­ 
cific coast in the pageantry of the season, 
the Philadelphia papers give som e space to 
descriptions of the model of theCbarleston, 
the steel cruiser building at San Francisco, 
which was carried in yesterday's procession. 
This was 
a 
thirty-foot model oi 
the 
Charleston, manufactured for the occasion 
by the Cramps, ship builders. 
The model 
shows a massive-looking, powerful vessel 
with eight riffed broadside guns, and long, 
rifled stem and bow deck guns. 
The fact is that in no place outside of 
Philadelphia could such a patriotic show 
so successfully have been made. 
The 
Ledger reviews thejfirst day's parade, and 
says that it may be said, wiihout envious 
comparison, that 
yesterday’s industrial 
procession display surpassed the proces 
sions of 1875 and 1882. 
It was more con­ 
centrated and more massive than either, 
and was therefore more majestic and im ­ 
pressive as a spectacle. 
Perched on the out-stretched wings of 
the monster gilded eagle sat thirteen young 
girls, m aking a very pretty tableau, and 
representing the original colonies that rati­ 
fied the Constitution. 
The eagle was once 
the figure-head of the United States steam­ 
ship Niagara, and was forged during the 
late war. 
The girls, from their elevated 
seat, looked down on the crowds in the 
street and calm ly munched peanuts and 
drank m ilk out or bottles which thev had 
brought with them to satisfy their hunger 
and thirst during the progress of the 
parade.

A UAL A DAY. 
P hiladelphia, September 16th.—Since 
daybreak this morning there have been 
crowds on the streets in gay atiire, intent 
on making the second day’s celebration of 
the Constitution centennial a greater suc­ 
cess, if such be possible, than the festivities 
of yesterday. 
The weather was bright and 
clear, and the sounds o f fife and drum early 
iu the m orning told that preparations were 
being made for one of the grandest street 
demonstrations. 
Even during the tim e of 
the war of the rebellion, when men left the 
plow, their hom e and all to uphold the 
honor of the country with the deadly im ­ 
plements of strife there were not as "many 
soldiers ill Philadelphia us there are to-day. 
Nearly 30,000 uniformed soldiers passed in 
review before the Cliiei Magistrate and high 
officers of this and other Governments be­ 
fore noon, and at their head rode the gal­ 
lant cavalry heto, General Philip Sheridan. 
During the day there were at least half a 
m illion strangers within the city’s gates. 
THK PRESIDENT’S RECEPTION. 
For President Cleveland the hours were 
l>acked full of incidents, the first being a 
reception at the Commercial Exchange 
The carriages containing President Cleve­ 
land and representatives of the Exchange 
were escorted with difficulty through the 
almost impassably crowded ‘streets by the 
I-irst City Troop o f Cavalrv. 
Members of 
the Commercial, Stock, Drug, Grocers and 
Importers, Marine. Petroleum, Lumber­ 
man's Textile and Wool Exchanges of the 
Board of Trade had assembled in the hail 
on the third floor and were listening to the 
strains of the Weccacoe Legion Band. 
The arrival of the Presidential parlv was 
the signal for repeated cheering. 
President 
Conily, of the Commercial Exchange, then 
introduced the President, who delivered a 
short address, in which he referred to the 
great progress that had been made under 
the Constitution, and closed with a graceful 
tribute to the enterprise and hospitality oi 
the city of Philadelphia. 
A reception followed, after which the 
Presidential party drove to the reviewing 
stand at Broad and Walnut streets. 
THE GRAND MILITARY PAGEANT. 
Broad street from end to end presented a 
sight never to be forgotten. 
The brilliant 
raiment o f Ihe ladies and children lent a 
pretty effect to the picture, and with the 
clear sky, wide street and the handsome 
uniforms of the military and police, it was 
an inspiring scene. 
The stands were tilled 
to overflowing, and at the reviewing stand 
there was a crowd of distinguished visitors. 
Am ong them were the Governors of several 
States. 
The City Troop o f Cavalry came down 
Broad street escorting President Cleveland, 
who occupied an open barouche with Chair­ 
man Thomas M. J Immpson, o f the Com­ 
mittee on 
Reception 
of 
Distinguished 
Guests, and Mayor Filler. 
Behind them 
came a carriage with Secretary Bayard, 
George W. Childs, Secretary Fairchild and 
¿ ¡ d o s R. Little. 
Other carriages followed 
with distinguished guests, am ong whom 
v.as cx-President llaves. 
W hen the line 
reached the reviewing stand the President's 
carriage halted, and as he alighted to take 
a place on the review ing balcony o f the 
grand stand, the calvarynren stood “ right- 
about-iace” and saluted him . 


TH E CROWD ENTHUSIASTIC. 
There was a continuous round o f cheets 
as the President went by, and he bowed 
acknowledgments to the com plim ent as he 
passed each 
stand. 
After saluting the 
President the city troo|>s proceeded down 
Broad street to take its [¡lace in the proces­ 
sion. 
Just behind the President came the 
venerable Hannibal Ham lin walking arm 
in arm with Thomas Donald to their [¡laces 
on the stand. 
Then came Governor H ill 
and staff, of New York. 
A ll were recipi­ 
ents of round after round of applause. The 
President occupied a beautiful covered ma­ 
hogany chair, presented him for this occa­ 
sion by a prominent furniture firm of this 
city, and around him sat Secretaries Bay­ 
ard and Fairchild, Governor H ill and ex- 
Presideut Hayes.

booms to starboard and spinnakers to port. 
The Volunteer at 12 o’clock, less than an 
hour after starting, was a little over a m ile 
ahead of the Mayflower and Thistle. The 
wind at the time was blowing twenty miles 
an hour, and the racer was dashing through 
a cross-chopping sea. The Volunteer was 
steadily gaining on the Mayflower, and the 
Thistle was fast falling behind.
